Temporary or transient merchants 
cannot lawfu lly do bu siness in Iowa 
withou t paying a license of $200 to 
the cou nty treasu rer and receiving a 
permit from the cou nty au ditor nor 
can they u nder any circu mstances ad 
vertise 
fake sales, 
railway wreck, 
bankru pt sales, etc. The penalty is 
dou ble 
the amou dt of the license, 
according to the new 
law, enacted 
by the last general assembly and in 
effect. 
The act is aimed to protect legiti­ 
mate merchants 
and at the 
same 
time protect a gu llible pu blic from 
being taken in by the sale schemes 
of bygone days. 
Must Swear to Facts. 
Under the provisions of the law it 
is u nlawfu l for any temporary o r 
transient merchant to advertise o r 
represent any goods, wares o r mer­ 
chandise as being sold as an insu r­ 
ance ¿bankru pt, 
tru stee, 
railway 
wreck, insolvent, assignee, ex ecuto r, 
administrator’s or closing o ut sale o r 
as a sale of goods o r merchandise 
dan^pged by fire, water, smoke 
or 
otherwise u niess su ch transient mer 
chant shall have filed with the cou n 
ty au ditor an affidavit showing all 
the facts relating to the reasons fo r 
and character of su ch sales so adver 
tised or represented. The affidavit 
mu st state that the goods are In fact, 
in accordance with the 
advertise­ 
ment and representation and mu st 
give the name of the persons 
fro m 
whom the goods are being obtained, 
the place from where the goods w°re 
last taken and the date of delivery 
to the transient merchant. 
If the 
au ditor shall learn that the affidavit 
is u ntru e he shall refu se a license. 
License is Necessary. 
Before condu cting a sale of any 
kind the tr a n s ie n t merchant mu st 
pay into the office 
of the 
cou nty 
treasu rer $200 as a license fee for 
a period of not exceeding one year 
and then secu re his license from the 
cou nty au ditor. The license shall not 
he issu ed in the name of more than 
one person 
or firm and shall also 
cover not more than one place 
of 
bu siness. 
The new law, however 
does not 
apply to sales made to dealers 
by 
traveling men or selling 
agents in 
the u su al cou rse of bu siness, or to 
sheriffs, constables, 
bona fide 
as­ 
signees, 
receivers 
or tru stees
